by council at the last meeting. 
The question handled by the council. 
he insisted, was one of the most im­ 
portant that has been presented to the 
body for years, and he thought that 
they acted 
unwisely in 
rushing the 
matter through in cannon ball fashion. 
Ex-Judge P. M. Smith, who present­ 
ed the resolution to council, he argued, 
would never have allowed a matter of 
such importance to pass through his 
hands when he was on the bench, es- 
necially when but one side of the case 
was represented and that not the de­ 
fense. 
“I am here." said Mr. Brookes, "this 
evening before your honorable body to 
acknowledge the receipt of the resolu­ 
tion passed at the last meeting. 
I am 
here to ask council to appoint a oom- 
mitee to confer with the management 
of the street railway company and the 
parties interested in having the line ex­ 
tended up Pleasant Heights. 
"The company 
has been misrepre­ 
sented to this body. 
Had we had the 
least expectation that council would 
past that 
resolution 
at an irregular 
meeting we certainly should have beeft 
present. I believe that the members of 
this body as a whole did not realize 
when pacing the resolution that it 
provided for the annulling of the ordi­ 
nance.
